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The  examinations  of  savings  banks  required  by  law  have 
been  made  by  the  Commissioner  during  the  year  ending  at 
date.  The  general  prudence  heretofore  shown  in  the  manage- 
ment of  these  institutions,  which  has  made  them  so  successful 
and  valuable  to  the  depositors  and  entire  communities  where 
they  are  located,  is  as  fully  manifested  now  as  at  any  previous 
period  of  their  existence,  and  they  seem  to  maintain  their  claim 
for  the  confidence  of  the  public. 

The  amount  of  business  transacted  during  the  year  has  been 
unusually  large.  The  increase  in  deposit  for  the  year  ending 
October  26,  the  date  of  the  annual  returns,  was  $12,699,- 
319.40.  The  amount  of  deposits  at  that  date  was  $80,431,- 
583.71,  being  an  average  of  $230.73  to  each  account,  and  of 
surplus,  returned  this  year  for  the  first  time,  $3,172,877.01, 
showing,  in  both,  a  liability  of  $83,604,460.72. 

The  unparalleled  increase  of  deposits  during  the  year  has  been 
observed  in  all  the  banks  in  the  State,  with  a  very  few  excep- 
tions, where  peculiar  causes  easily  understood  have  operated  to 
produce  a  different  result. 

The  single  fact  of  a  rapid  accumulation  in  our  savings 
banks  does  not,  of  itself,  afford  any  evidence  that  they  are  per- 
forming the  beneficial  work  expected  of  them.  Indeed,  it 
should  cause  those  who  are  intrusted  with  their  supervision  to 
scrutinize  the  fact  with  much  care. 

The  institutions  are  exclusively  intended  for  the  benefit  of 
that  portion  of  our  population  who  have  but  little  or  no  capi- 
tal, and  who  seek  a  place  of  safe  deposit  for  small  savings. 
That  this  was  the  primary  object  in  establishing  them  does  not 
admit  of  a  doubt. 

So  long  as  they  are  strictly  confined  to  their  legitimate  busi- 
ness they  are  worthy  of  all  the  protection  and  encouragement 
the  State  can  give,  and  so  much  of  its  fevorable  consideration 
in  the  matter  of  taxation  as  its  financial  condition  permits. 

But  if  at  any  time  the  deposits  should  be  made  up  to  a  con- 
siderable extent  of  the  capital  of  those  for  whom  the  institu- 
tions were  not  created,  we  should  have  reason  to  anticipate 
a  wide  departure  from  the  past  prudent  management  to  satisfy 
the  demands  which  that  capital  would  surely  make  for  higher 
rates  of  interest,  thereby  subjecting  the  legitimate  deposits  to 
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a  greater  liability  of  loss  than  ought  ever  to  exist  in  a  savings 
bank. 

The  additional  items  in  the  annual  returns  now  required  by- 
chapter  203  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1867,  supply  valuable 
information  as  to  the  character  and  amount  of  business  trans- 
acted, from  which,  to  some  extent,  reliable  conclusions  may  be 
drawn  as  to  the  pecuniary  condition  of  the  depositors. 

It  appears  in  the  foregoing  table  of  aggregates  that  more 
than  one-third  of  the  amount  of  deposits  for  the  year  was 
received  in  about  one-eighteenth  of  the  whole  number  of 
deposits,  averaging  $475.60  each,  while  the  remaining  deposits 
average  $53.30. 

The  returns  would  seem  to  afford  some  foundation  for  the 
belief  that  much  attention  is  not  given  to  the  source  from 
which  deposits  come. 

But,  without  doubt,  the  business  of  the  year  has  been 
somewhat  exceptional  in  its  character  as  well  as  in  its  amount. 

Many  of  the  deposits,  it  is  said,  are  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  government  bonds  held  by  persons  of  small  means  and 
formerly  depositors  in  savings  banks,  who  have  made  the 
change  because  of  the  great  risk  in  keeping  such  securities 
without  a  safe  place  of  deposit. 

Much  more,  however,  may  probably  be  attributed  to  the 
increased  rate  of  interest  which  the  institutions  are  able  to  pay 
in  consequence  of  a  higher  rate  received  upon  their  loans, 
large  dividends  on  bank  stock,  and  the  interest  in  gold  upon 
their  bonds. 

In  a  considerable  number  of  banks  the  practice  of  carrying 
a  portion  of  the  earnings  of  each  six  months  to  surplus  account 
for  an  extra  dividend  once  in  three  or  five  years,  has  this  year 
been  abandoned,  and  hereafter  it  is  proposed  that  the  net  earn- 
ings be  paid  in  ordinary  dividends,  with  the  exception  of  such 
reserve  as  it  may  be  deemed  prudent  to  hold. 

Since  the  first  of  July,  when  the  Act  of  1867,  relating  to  the 
rate  of  interest  took  effect,  the  savings  banks,  with  a  very  few 
exceptions,  have  charged  interest  at  the  rate  of  seven  per 
centum  upon  all  new  loans,  and  generally,  but  not  in  all  cases, 
this  rate  has  been  required  upon  all  loans  which  have  becomo 
due. 
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The  short  experience  we  have  had  under  this  radical  change 
in  the  law,  has  not  thus  far  justified  the  fears  entertained  by 
many  of  its  results. 

The  action  adopted  by  the  savings  banks  in  consequence  of 
the  change  has  been  marked  with  prudence,  and  seems  to  meet 
with  public  approval  as  an  equitable  course  for  both  depositor 
and  borrower. 

One  effect  of  the  law  is  quite  perceptible  in  the  increased 
amount  of  loans  upon  mortgages  of  real  estate,  thereby 
removing  much  if  not  all  reasonable  complaint  of  inability  to 
procure  loans  from  savings  banks  upon  this  class  of  security. 

Although  the  law  covered  less  than  half  of  the  year 
embraced  in  the  returns,  more  than  five  millions  of  dollars, 
an  amount  greatly  exceeding  that  of  previous  years,  is  shown 
to  have  been  invested  in  mortgages,  a  large  part  of  which,  it 
is  reasonable  to  suppose,  would  have  been  invested  in  other 
securities  had  the  law  continued  to  limit  the  rate  of  interest  to 
six  per  centum. 

While  much  can  be  said  in  commendation  of  the  manner  in 
which  the  savings  institutions  of  this  State  are  managed,  some 
modifications  of  detail  might  be  introduced  which  would 
increase  their  safety  and  usefulness. 

Accepting  the  statement  of  treasurers,  it  is  too  often  the  case 
that  substantially  the  entire  responsibility  is  thrown  upon  them, 
and  in  many  instances  no  little  difficulty  is  said  to  be  experi- 
enced in  obtaining  from  the  trustees  any  more  than  the  most 
formal  examinations  of  the  accounts  required  by  the  by-laws  of 
the  institution  and  the  laws  of  the  State. 

Those  who  have  accepted  the  trust  of  watching  over  the  wel- 
fare of  a  savings  bank  as  its  trustees,  upon  whose  reputation 
its  credit  is  often  established,  to  a  great  extent,  are  certainly 
bound  in  honor  to  the  most  faithful  execution  of  the  trust,  and 
owe  it  to  the  depositors,  and  as  well  the  treasurer,  that  at  least 
all  ordinary  caution  should  be  used  in  performing  the  duties  of 
the  office.    Anything  less  would  be  culpable  unfaithfulness. 

Where  there  are  duties  which  require  more  labor  than  could 
be  reasonably  expected  of  unpaid  officers,  they  should  be  per- 
formed by  some  suitable  person  employed  for  the  purpose  at 
the  expense  of  the  bank. 
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Being  institutions  more  especially  intended  for  the  use  of  the 
industrial  population  of  the  State,  their  convenient  accommo- 
dation should  be  consulted  so  far  as  it  is  practicable. 

Experience  has  established  the  fact  that  those  banks  which 
conduct  their  business  with  the  least  restrictions,  receiving 
deposits  and  paying  withdrawals  without  previous  notice,  at  all 
hours  when  the  bank  is  open,  and  which  make  an  equitable 
division  of  their  earnings,  are  certain  to  rapidly  lead  in  popular 
favor  other  institutions  in  their  immediate  vicinity  pursuing  a 
different  and  more  restrictive  policy. 

Fifty  of  the  savings  banks  are  located  in  apartments  occupied 
in  common  with  national  banks,  and  have  the  same  hours  for 
transacting  business.  More  than  half  of  the  remainder  trans- 
act their  business  in  the  usual  banking  hours  in  the  middle  of 
the  day. 

While  in  many  places  these  hours  present  all  the  accommo- 
dation needed,  there  are  others,  the  centres  of  a  large  laboring- 
population,  closely  confined  by  their  occupation  every  hour 
when  the  banks  are  open,  where  they  do  not  present  such  facil- 
ities as  would  be  most  likely  to  meet  the  general  wants  and 
convenience. 

Persons  of  thrift  and  economical  habits  find  some  way  to 
make  their  deposits,  even  if  so  engaged  in  banking  hours  that 
they  cannot  do  it  personally  ;  but  there  is  a  class  in  every  large 
community  which  will  practise  these  habits  only  under  the 
most  favoring  circumstances,  and  it  would  seem  that  to  such 
persons  savings  banks  ought  to  hold  out  all  practicable  facilities 
and  inducements  to  become  depositors. 

A  fourth  of  the  population  of  the  State  are  depositors  in 
savings  institutions,  and  the  manner  of  investing  a  fund  so 
large  as  now  held  by  them  is  a  matter  in  which  all  are  directly 
interested. 

So  far  as  an  opinion  can  be  formed  from  the  examinations 
and  the  returns,  they  indicate  a  due  regard  for  safety  in  making 
investments,  and  a  proper  division  among  the  several  classes  of 
securities  permitted  by  law. 

More  than  twenty-four  millions  of  dollars  of  the  investments 
returned  as  public  funds  are  in  bonds  of  the  United  States ; 
over  a  million  of  dollars  are  loaned  with  these  bonds  as  collat-

eral,  and  nearly  eleven  millions  are  invested  in  national  bank 
stocks. 

With  so  much  of  the  capital  of  the  institutions  thus  invested, 
the  action  of  the  general  government  in  its  financial  policy 
becomes  of  the  utmost  importance  to  them,  and  would  occasion 
much  anxiety  for  their  future  career  if  a  doubt  could  be  rea- 
sonably entertained  that  all  its  obligations  will  be  met  with 
perfect  good  faith. 

By  the  provisions  of  chapter  2  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  savings  banks  may  invest  their  funds 
in  the  stock  of  national  banks  in  this  State,  organized  under  the 
Act  of  congress  approved  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  February,  in 
the  yeajr  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  and  may  also  make 
deposits  in  such  banks. 

Many  of  our  national  banks,  however,  were  organized  under 
a  subsequent  Act  of  congress,  and  the  propriety  of  further 
legislation  upon  this  subject  is  suggested.

The  foregoing  returns  of  the  one  hundred  and  fifteen  savings 
banks  in  this  State,  covered  by  the  year  ending  on  the  31st  of 
October  last,  show  the  deposits  at  that  date  to  have  reached  the 
sum  of  $94,838,336.54,  which,  with  the  surplus  earnings  then 
on  hand,  amounting  to  $2,570,023.80,  indicate  a  liability  of 
$97,408,360.34. 

The  increase  in  deposits  for  the  same  period  was  $14,406,- 
752.83,  or  nearly  eighteen  per  cent.,  and  the  increase  in  the 
number  of  depositors  about  ten  per  cent.,  the  average  of  each 
deposit  account  at  the  close  of  the  year  being  $247.55. 

The  amount  of  ordinary  interest  declared  during  the  year 
was  $4,481,264.48,  in  addition  to  which  nearly  one  million  dol- 
lars of  surplus  was  divided. 

The  active  demand  for  capital  has  enabled  the  savings  banks 
to  dispose  of  their  funds  without  difficulty  in  approved  loans, 
authorized  by  law,  usually  at  seven  per  cent. 

The  loans  upon  real  estate  were  much  in  excess  of  any  pre- 
vious year,  amounting  to  $8,739,518.55  ;  an  investment  of  equal 
advantage  to  the  industry  of  the  State  and  to  the  banks. 

Generally  the  institutions  appear  to  receive  increasing  atten- 
tion from^those  who  are  especially  charged  with  the  supervision 
of  their  affairs,  and  this  will  result  in  decided  benefit,  fully 
demanded  byfthe  growing  importance  of  the  trust.  The  large 
sum  now  held  belongs  substantially  to  our  industrial  popula- 
tion, and  affords  gratifying  evidence  of  their  thrift  and  pros- 
perity, and  it  is  of  essential  importance  to  all  classes  that  the 
perfect  confidence  now  placed  in  the  savings  banks  be  fully 
sustained,  by  watchfulness  and  great  prudence  in  the  manage- 
ment of  their  affairs. 

The  tax  upon  savings  banks  has  yielded  to  the  State  the  past 
year  $570,065.86,  at  the  rate  of  one-half  per  cent,  for  the  first 
half,  and  three-fourths  per  cent,  for  the  last  half  of  the  year. 
It  may  reasonably  be  anticipated  that  the  tax  as  now  established 
will  yield  for  the  next  year  over  seven  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars. This  rate  of  taxation,  with  such  taxes  as  are  paid  to  the 
general  government  and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  banks, 
seems  to  be  as  high  as  can  be  paid  by  a  majority  of  them  with- 
out endangering  their  future  success.

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The  annual  returns  from  our  savings  banks  are  now  so  com- 
plete that  it  seems  unnecessary  to  add  anything  by  way  of 
explanation. 

The  best  source  of  information  will  be  found  in  an  examina- 
tion of  the  work  of  the  year  just  closed  compared  with  that  of 
preceding  years,  as  exhibited  in  the  table  herewith  submitted. 

The  work  of  the  institutions  is  silently  performed,  rarely 
noticed  by  the  press,  and  usually  attracts  but  little  attention 
from  the  public  mind  compared  with  railway,  manufacturing 
and  other  corporations,  where  associated  capital  is  employed. 

Sometimes  a  town,  and  even  a  whole  county,  will  be  agitated 
by  earnest  petitioners  to  the  legislature  for,  and  the  equally 
earnest  remonstrants  against,  a  new  bank  ;  but  this  soon  passes 
away,  and  the  bank,  if  established,  is  left  to  take  its  chances  of 
prosperity  or  adversity  under  the  usual  system  of  management. 

While  the  institutions,  carefully  and  honestly  managed,  are 
among  the  most  benevolent  and  most  useful  the  State  has  pro- 
vided, they  are  also  more  susceptible  than  any  others  of  being 
transformed  by  fraud  and  negligence  into  a  powerful  source  of 
evil,  destructive  to  the  moral  welfare  of  many  and  to  the  in- 
dustrial interests  of  all. 

The  deposits  and  surplus  earnings  of  the  banks  on  the 
thirteenth  day  of  October  last  were  $114,801,608.23  ;  equal  in 
amount  to  the  value  of  all  the  corporate  capital  invested  in 
cotton,  woollen,  iron  and  leather  manufactures  ;  nearly  double 
the  appraised  value  of  all  the  railways,  and  exceeding  by  thirty- 
five  million  dollars  the  capital  of  all  the  banks  of  discount  in 
this  State  last  year. 

The  management  of  a  fund  so  large,  having  so  many  peculiar 
elements  bearing  directly  with  great  force  upon  our  social  and 
political  economy,  calls  for  constant  and  critical  watchfulness 
on  the  part  of  the  State. 

It  is  to  be  observed  as  an  important  element  in  our  savings 
banks  that  the  capital  is  mainly  the  fruit  of  labor  and  economy, 
substantially  belonging  to  the  actual  laboring  classes  who  de- 
pend upon  their  labor  for  support,  and  not  upon  the  interest  of 
accumulated  capital  ;  and  that  with  many  depositors  it  is  all 
they  possess,  and  their  only  defence  against  pauperism  when 
misfortune  falls  upon  them. 

It  is  true  that  for  the  last  three  years  another  class  of  deposi- 
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tors  has  been  attracted,  to  some  extent,  by  the  high  rate  of 
interest  paid  by  a  part  of  the  banks,  by  the  exemption  of  the 
deposits  from  taxation  to  the  depositor,  and  by  the  fact,  that 
deposits  may  generally  be  withdrawn  without  previous  notice. 

It  is  impossible  to  ascertain  accurately  the  amount  of  such 
deposits  ;  but  careful  examination  satisfies  me  that  it  is  not 
large  compared  with  the  whole  amount  of  deposits,  and  is  chiefly 
to  be  found  in  a  minority  of  the  banks.  The  tendency  is,  how- 
ever, toward  an  increase  of  this  class,  and  will  be  so  until  we 
reach  a  healthier  condition  in  national  finances,  and  the  conse- 
quent inability  of  the  savings  banks  to  pay  high  rates  of  interest. 
A  reduction  of  interest,  and  the  fact  that  these  deposits  are  un- 
reliable when  most  needed  for  the  convenient  working  of  the 
bank,  will  do  much  to  repel  them  ;  and  they  will  naturally  fall 
into  the  channels  of  business  and  trade,  where  they  may  be 
more  properly  and  usefully  employed,  so  long  as  our  present 
theory  of  savings  banks  is  retained. 

And  further,  it  is  to  be  noticed  as  a  peculiar  element  in 
savings  banks,  not  without  some  importance,  that  many, 
probably  a  majority  of  the  depositors,  are  persons  without 
knowledge  in  matters  of  finance,  suspicious,  easily  excited  by 
rumors  relating  to  the  safety  of  their  deposits,  and  then,  more 
likely  than  otherwise,  to  do  themselves  and  others  a  great 
injury,  be  the  rumor  true  or  false.  It  is  also  to  be  remembered 
that  the  depositors  have  no  control  over  the  funds  of  the  bank, 
no  voice  in  its  management,  in  the  election  of  trustees  or  the 
appointment  of  treasurer,  and  no  right  to  examine  its  affairs. 

They  are  simply  creditors  of  the  bank  ;  Hve  or  more  of  whom, 
by  joining  in  a  written  statement,  under  oath,  setting  forth 
their  reasons  for  requesting  an  examination,  may  cause  the 
same  to  be  made  by  the  Commissioner. 

Here  begins  and  ends  the  power  of  the  depositor  over  the 
corporate  action  of  the  bank — a  power  quite  likely  to  be  ex- 
ercised only  when  too  late  as  a  measure  of  safety.  The  expe- 
rience, however,  of  more  than  fifty  years  shows  the  restrictions 
to  be  without  prejudice  to  the  safety  of  the  deposits  ;  and  the 
banks,  without  doubt,  are  better  managed  than  they  would  be 
under  control  of  the  depositors. 

But,  as  the  relations  which  the  State  has  established  between 
itself  and  these  institutions  are  entirely  different  from  those 
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existing  toward  all  other  corporations,— the  intent  being  to 
encourage  habits  of  temperance,  frugality  and  industry  among 
the  laboring  population,  and  to  provide  a  safe  place  of  deposit 
for  the  savings  of  industry,  it  has  thereby  assumed  one  of  the 
most  important  and  sacred  trusts  of  government. 

Our  legislation  upon  the  subject  has  been  marked  with  cau- 
tion, and  the  general  features  of  the  system  cannot,  perhaps,  be 
improved.  The  weakness  and  danger  to  be  apprehended  arise, 
not  from  defects  in  the  system,  but  from  neglect,  in  many 
instances,  of  such  thorough  and  efficient  supervision  by  the 
trustees  of  the  detail  of  management  of  the  banks  as  would 
tend  to  secure  faithfulness  on  the  part  of  clerks  and  treasurers 
who  receive  and  have  the  custody  of  its  funds.  By  such 
trustees  their  office  appears  to  be  viewed  as  an  honorary  posi- 
tion, having  merely  nominal  relations  with  the  bank ;  and,  too 
often,  the  duty  of  an  examination  of  its  affairs  is  assumed  to  be 
discharged  when  the  items  in  the  treasurer's  statement  are 
found  to  agree  with  the  footings  in  the  bank  ledger ;  and  thus 
the  safety  of  the  deposits  depends  entirely  upon  the  honesty  of 
the  paid  officers  of  the  bank.  While  the  discharge  of  duty  re- 
quires this  statement  to  be  made,  it  is  but  just  to  say  that  it 
does  not  apply  to  a  majority  of  the  boards  of  trustees  ;  and  that, 
so  far  as  has  been  ascertained  by  examination  of  the  Commis- 
sioner, no  suspicion  of  dishonesty  attaches  to  the  management 
of  any  institution  in  the  State.  In  many  banks  decided  im- 
provement has  recently  been  witnessed ;  a  better  system  of 
accounts  introduced,  more  attention  from  the  trustees  given, 
and  apparently  all  are  as  worthy  of  public  confidence  as  at  any 
time  since  they  were  established. 

But  a  single  instance  of  fraud  has  been  developed  in  the 
management  of  our  savings  banks  whereby  material  loss  has 
arisen.  With  the  large  amount  of  these  deposits,  and  the  un- 
fortunate experience  of  many  other  corporations  in  mind,  is  it 
reasonably  safe,  without  constant  vigilance  and  the  application 
of  all  safeguards,  to  presume  a  like  exemption  in  the  future  ? 

It  is  especially  true  that  a  loss  by  fraud  in  one  savings  bank 
will  not  be  measured  by  the  value  of  the  money  taken.  It  will 
tend  to  destroy  temperate  and  frugal  habits  in  many  of  those  who 
lose,  and  to  weaken  the  confidence  of  all  in  similar  institutions. 

As  the  success  of  the  institutions  has  made  them  of  vital 
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importance  in  the  affairs  of  all  classes,  any  provision  which 
will  give  additional  security,  ought,  it  would  seem,  to  be  adopt- 
ed. For  this  security  we  must  look  mainly  to  the  trustees. 
Xo  examination  which  can  be  made  by  any  State  commission 
will  supply  it,  for  the  reason  that,  in  all  such  examinations, 
made  without  previous  notice,  there  is  no  way  of  verifying  the 
treasure  atement  of  the  liabilities  of  the  bank  ;  the  books  of 
depositors  which  would  furnish  the  best  evidence  of  such 
liabilities  cannot  be  had  for  comparison  with  the  bank  accounts. 
But  i:  ibmitted  that  the  trustees  can  and  ought,  from  time 

to  time,  to  verify  the  treasurer's  accounts  by  a  comparison  with 
such  books  as  are  presented  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business. 
It  might  be  done  by  a  committee  of  one  or  more  of  the  trustees 
the  business  of  the  bank  required.  If  such  an  examination 
should  be  made  on  two  days  in  each  quarter,  selecting  those 
when  the  largest  number  of  books  would  be  presented,  say  the 
day  preceding,  and  the  day  when  deposits  are  placed  on  interest, 
in  most  of  the  banks,  in  one  year,  a  majority  of  the  accounts 
would  be  compared.  Tbis  caution,  especially  in  banks  where 
the  busine  conducted  by  one   officer   only,   ought  to  be 

exerc  More  than  half  of  the  increase  in  deposits  this  year 

i  invested  in  mortgages  of  real  estate.  It  has  been  the 
icy  of  the  State,  as  a  measure  of  safety  for  the  banks  as  well 
for  the  public  good,  to  encourage  this  class  of  investments  ; 
and  since  the  present  law  relating  to  interest  has  been  in 
operation  the  amount  of  real  estate  loans  has  been  nearly 
doubled.  The  loans  are  generally  in  as  small  sums  as  could 
reasonably  be  expected. 

The  >nal  loans  have  also  largely  increased,  and  seem  to 

made  with  proper  care.      The   practice  existing  in  some  in- 
stitutions of  allowing  these  loans  to  remain  for  several  years  is 
not  irise  :  it  would  be  better  if  they  were  all  made  for  a  reason- 
able length  of  time,  with  the  full  understanding  that  they  must 
•t  when  due. 
The  general  prosperity  of  the  banks  is  a  matter  of  public 
ion,  and  with  prudent  management  there  is  no  doubt  of 
important  benefits   they  will  confer  upon  the  State  in  the 
futuj

To  Hon.  Oliver  Warner,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  Fifth  Annual  Keport 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Savings  Banks,  with  an  abstract  of  the 
annual  returns  of  the  Savings  Banks  in  the  Commonwealth, 
exhibiting  their  condition  on  Saturday,  the  29th  day  of  October 
last,  in  answer  to  the  requisition  of  His  Excellency  the  Gover- 
nor ;  and  also  statements  of  the  Collateral  Loan  Company  of 
Boston,  and  the  Worcester  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  of 
Worcester,  severally  made  in  accordance  with  requirements  in 
their  charters. 

Eight  savings  banks  have  been  established  during  the  present 
year,  namely : —

The  present  number  of  banks  is  one  hundred  and  forty,  all 
of  which,  with  the  exception  of  those  established  late  in  the 
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year,  have  been  examined,  and  the  result  and  state  of  examina- 
tions are  submitted. 

The  total  of  deposits  on  the  29th  day  of  October 

last  was 1135,745,097  54 

Showing  an  increase  during  the  last  year  of    .  23,626,080  90 

And  an  increase  for  the  last  two  years  of        .  40,906,761  00 

The  whole  number  of  depositors  is  488,797,  which  gives  to 
each  depositor  the  average  of  1277.71. 

The  total  number  of  deposits  during  the  year  was  506,873, 
and  the  amount  deposited  $47,281,303.70,  which  makes  the 
average  of  each  deposit  $93.28. 

The  average  of  each  deposit  in  the  year  1869  was  $78.14. 

The  increase  of  deposits  within  the  last  four  years  has  been 
one  hundred  per  cent.  ;  of  depositors,  sixty-four  per  cent. ;  and 
of  the  average  to  each  depositor  about  eight  per  cent. 

These  items  are  sufficient  to  show  the  rapid  growth  and  im- 
portance of  our  savings  banks.  With  some  exceptions,  the 
result  of  the  examinations  for  the  year  has  been  satisfactory, 
and  the  investments  found  to  be  legally  made. 

The  amount  invested  in  United  States  securities  lias  been 
decreased  about  two  million  dollars  within  the  last  year.  Some 
institutions  have  sold  all  such  securities  where  favorable  oppor- 
tunities existed  for  investing  in  mortgages,  except  amounts 
requisite  to  exempt  them  from  taxation  by  the  United  States. 

The  investment  in  bank  stock  has  been  increased  over  a 
million  dollars,  and  the  stock  held  is  nearly  sixteen  per  cent,  of 
the  entire  banking  capital  in  the  State.  No  other  investment 
for  a  long  term  has  proved  equally  remunerative. 

The  loan  upon  mortgages  of  real  estate  is  about  forty  per 
cent,  of  the  deposits,  and  has  been  increased  this,  year  over 
fourteen  million  dollars. 

Although  in  some  sections  of  the  State  the  banks  have  found 
it  impossible  to  make  any  material  addition  to  their  mortgage 
Loans,  generally  the  opportunity  has  ''ecu  favorabl  Notwith- 
standing iIh-  high  priees  of  labor  and  building  materials,  the 
growth  <>r  many  town-  and  villages  lias  been  very  great,  and  in 
a  number  of  instances  it  may  he  directly  traced  to  the  aid  fur- 
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nished  by  the  savings  banks  in  the  erection  of  dwellings  and 
buildings  for  business  purposes. 

While  a  few  of  the  banks  are  not  inclined  to  invest  in  mort- 
gages to  any  extent,  with  most  they  are  the  favorite  investment, 
some  holding  the  full  limit  of  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  their 
deposits. 

The  investment  of  so  large  a  proportion  in  securities,  always 
difficult  to  be  converted,  is  not  thought,  however,  to  be  the  best 
division  of  assets. 

The  increase  of  loans  on  personal  security  was  about  five 
million  dollars. 

This  loan  appears  to  have  been  made  with  care,  and  to  be 
reasonably  safe,  but  in  many  instances  and  for  many  years  loans 
have  been  made  not  authorized  by  law. 

Since  the  passage  of  the  general  law  regulating  savings  insti- 
tutions in  the  year  1834,  substantially  retained  in  the  General 
Statutes,  it  has  been  provided  that  if  the  deposits  could  not  be 
conveniently  invested  in  the  other  modes  prescribed,  an  amount 
not  exceeding  one-half  the  deposits  may  be  loaned  on  bonds  or 
other  personal  securities,  with  at  least  two  sureties,  citizens  of, 
and  residents  in,  this  State  ;  or  as  the  original  Act  reads,  per- 
sonal securities  and  two  surety  promissors.  Evidently  in  legis- 
lation heretofore  it  is  a  class  of  loans  not  favored  by  choice, 
even  in  the  form  prescribed,  and  to  be  resorted  to  only  when 
others  are  riot  readily  obtained.  No  authority  is  given  for  the 
purchase  of  ordinary  business  paper,  however  many  parties  may 
be  connected  with  it  as  indorsers. 

But  if  the  present  ratio  of  increase  in  deposits  continues,  it 
will  soon  be  unwise,  if  practicable,  to  exclude  so  much  capital 
from  the  legitimate  demands  of  trade  and  business. 

Before  the  war  the  ordinary  interest  paid  by  savings  banks 
was  from  four  to  five  per  cent.,  and  under  the  system  of  local 
taxation  of  deposits  then  existing,  the  inducement  to  deposit  as 
an  investment  was  not  sufficient  to  attract  any  considerable 
amount. 

The  condition  has  materially  changed  within  eight  years  ; 
many  institutions,  having  abandoned  their  extra  dividends,  are 
able,  by  the  change  in  the  legal  rate  of  interest  and  their  large 
income  realized  on  bank  stocks  and  bonds,  to  pay  from  six  to 
eight  per  cent,  annually  to  depositors,  free  from  taxes. 
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Thus  the  savings  bank  deposit  has  become  with  many  people 
the  most  desirable  investment  for  limited  capital, — a  fact  be- 
coming generally  known  and  appreciated. 

No  institution  is  permitted  to  hold  over  a  thousand  dollars 
belonging  to  a  single  depositor,  but  as  many  deposits  of  that 
amount  may  be  made  by  one  person  as  there  are  banks  in  the 
State ;  and  it  is  not  very  unusual  to  find  in  one  institution 
several  deposits  evidently  the  property  of  one  person,  though 
standing  in  the  names  of  others.  If  the  law  regulating  deposits 
shall  remain  as  it  now  stands,  a  large  annual  increase  may  be 
expected,  so  long  as  a  majority  of  the  banks  continue  to  pay  the 
present  rate  of  dividends. 

If,  in  view  of  the  accumulation  of  so  much  capital  and  its 
probable  increase,  it  is  thought  wise  to  extend  the  limit  of  in- 
vestment in  personal  loans,  it  is  suggested  as  an  additional 
element  of  safety,  that  the  banks  be  required  to  annually  set 
apart  a  percentage  of  their  earnings  as  a  reserved  fund,  to  meet 
losses  and  guarantee  deposits,  until  the  fund  amounts  to  such 
a  percentage  of  the  deposits  as  may  be  thought  adequate  for 
the  purpose. 

As  the  judicious  management  of  the  institutions  is  of  great 
importance  to  public  interests  as  well  as  to  the  depositors,  and 
as  so  many  institutions  are  now  dividing  all  their  earnings  semi- 
annually, and  so  have  no  surplus  at  any  time  to  meet  losses, 
many  not  even  a  premium  on  their  stocks  and  bonds,  it  could 
not  be  considered  an  unreasonable  demand  that  such  a  fund  be 
established,  especially  if  investments  are  to  be  authorized  where 
losses  to  some  extent  may  be  reasonably  anticipated. 

The  reserved  fund  being  established  no  necessity  would  exist 
for  any  reservation  for  extra  dividends,  and  all  net  earnings 
would  be  paid  out  in  ordinary  dividends,  thus  saving  a  vast 
amount  of  clerical  labor. 

Each  year  the  number  of  banks  holding  a  surplus  for  extra 
dividends  diminishes,  and  some  evidence  exists  of  an  unhealthy 
competition,  showing  itself  in  extraordinary  exertions  to  pay 
.depositors  a  higher  rate  of  interest  than  reasonably  to  be  i 

pected.      This  naturally  results  in  1<»  and  it  may  be   wise   to 

establish  a  reserved  fund  if  no  change  is  made  in  the  law  regu- 
lating investment       The  rate  charged  upon  a  majority  of  the 

loans  last  year  was  seven  percent.;  loans  at  eight  percent,  were 
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not  quite  uncommon,  and  in  some  instances  a  higher  rate  was 
charged. 

The  safety  of  the  deposits  is  a  subject  of  such  general  and 
grave  importance  that  more  than  ordinary  precaution  may 
properly  be  used. 

Experience  in  all  moneyed  institutions  teaches  the  necessity  of 
frequent  and  thorough  examinations  of  every  item  of  business 
involving  the  receipt  or  payment  of  money,  and  in  no  institu- 
tions is  this  exact  supervision  more  needed  than  in  savings 
banks. 

Without  it  a  system  of  fraud  may  be  carried  on  for  years, 
and  until  some  accident  reveals  its  existence. 

This  supervision  can  only  be  exercised  by  the  trustees.  It  is 
negligently  performed  in  so  many  cases  that  the  evil  should  be 
met  by  additional  legislation,  declaring  the  duty  of  trustees  in 
this  particular.
